Severance pay will not be of¬ 
fered to a former provincial 
health executive who piled 
up nearly $350,000 in ex¬ 
penses during three years of 
work with the Capital Health 
Region. 

Allaudin Merali, who 
had only recently been ap¬ 
pointed the chief financial 
officer for Alberta Health 
Services, resigned last week 
after released documents 
revealed he was reimbursed 
for everything from grocery 
bills to opera tickets. 

Along with deciding 
against severance for Merali, 
AHS has also been directed 
by Health Minister Fred 


Horne to appoint an in¬ 
dependent firm to conduct a 
full audit of Merali’s expens¬ 
es and procedures for such 
claims in general. 

“The goal of this is to 
get all of this information 
on the table. Nothing gets 
swept under the carpet,” 
Horne said during a phone 
interview on Monday. “Then 
we can deal with it appropri¬ 
ately to ensure nothing like 
this happens again.” 

But Wildrose Leader 
Danielle Smith said Horne 
is doing some “last-minute 
butt-covering,” noting his 
name was on one $220 din¬ 
ner bill filed by Merali as an 
expense. 

“He’s absolutely not the 
right person to be leading 
this investigation,” Smith 
said. “He’s been implicated 
in it.”

Driver killed 
in crash with 
stolen vehicle 
fleeing police 


Police say a 52-year-old 
man is dead after the SUV 
he was driving was hit by a 
man driving a stolen Jeep 
Cherokee early Monday. 

At 5:50 a.m., patrol 
officers noticed the stolen 
vehicle on 118 Avenue 
near 156 Street. 

“We initiated a vehicle 
stop, at which time (the 
driver) decided to continue 
driving at an erratic pace,” 
said Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice Insp. Dean Hilton. 

A criminal flight re¬ 
sponse ended after about 
20 seconds due to safety 
reasons, said Hilton, not¬ 
ing the decision was made 
to embark on the chase 
because Air-1 wasn’t avail¬ 
able. 

But the driver didn’t 
slow down, crashing into 
an SUV at 100 Avenue and 
156 Street minutes later, 
said Hilton. 

The SUV wound up on 
its roof, and the driver 
was ejected and killed. The 
driver of the stolen vehicle 
was located outside of 
his vehicle, and taken to 
hospital with non-life- 
threatening injuries. 

“Our hopes are if we 
do terminate (the chase) 
that the (person) being 
followed will hopefully 
slow down and stop,” said 
Hilton. “In this case, the 
individual continued to 
drive at an erratic pace 
and it resulted in the 
worst-case scenario. 

“And now a family has 
to grieve the loss.” 

Charges are pending 
against the 24-year-old 
driver of the jeep, said 
Hilton.

Despite a steeper fine for 
fare evasion, transit officials 
are seeing the same amount 
of people trying to ride for 
free. 

Fines for transit offences 
increased Aug. 1, 2011, in¬ 
cluding to $250 from $110 
for fare evasion. 

One year later, the 
monthly average of between 


3.5 per cent and four per 
cent of riders not paying 
hasn’t changed. 

“It’s consistent within 
the city of Edmonton,” said 
Graeme McElheran, senior 
communications advisor 
for transportation services.

Heavily edited. 150 

hours of footage 
has workers’ faces 
obscured and beeps

The command centre at 
Japan’s stricken nuclear plant 
shook violently when hydro¬ 
gen exploded at one reactor, 
and the plant chief shouted, 
“This is serious! This is ser¬ 
ious!” videos taken during 
last year’s crisis reveal. 

Tokyo Electric Power Co. 
initially refused to release the 
footage, but the company is 
now under state control and 
was ordered to do so. 

The videos, seen Monday, 
are mainly of teleconferences 
between company headquar¬ 
ters in Tokyo and staff at the 
Fukushima Dai-ichi nuclear 
plant after the March 11,

2011, tsunami critically dam¬ 
aged its reactors. 

In the videos, then-plant 
chief Masao Yoshida can be 
heard complaining about 
phone calls to the prime 
minister’s office not get¬ 


ting through and expressing 
frustration over interference 
from government nuclear- 
safety officials whose technic¬ 
al advice didn’t fit conditions 
at the stricken plant. 

The footage reveals com¬ 
munication problems be¬ 
tween the plant and the gov¬ 
ernment as well as workers’ 
lack of knowledge of emer¬ 
gency procedures and delays 
in informing outsiders about 
the risks of leaking radiation. 

Just after the Unit 3 ex¬ 
plosion, plant officials and 
TEPCO executives discussed 
extensively whether to call 
it a hydrogen explosion.

A gay pastor who married his 
musical producer boyfriend in 
New York last year has fulfilled 
a vow to hold a wedding ban¬ 
quet in his native Malaysia in 
what they beheve is the first 
such event in the Muslim-ma- 
jority country. 

Malaysian-born Ngeo Boon 
Lin and African-American 
husband Phineas Newborn 
III, quietly held the closed re¬ 
ception Saturday — complete 
with public kisses and karaoke 
ballad performances — with 
about 200 guests, including a 
handful of Chinese-language 
journalists who were asked 
not to report on the event 
until afterward. 

The couple risked the ire of 
a government that has banned 


a gay arts festival, prosecuted 
a politician for sodomy and de¬ 
clared that homosexuality has 
no place in Malaysian society. 

“We’re thankful to be able 
to make Malaysian history 
here,” Newborn said. 

Ngeo, an ethnic Chinese 


pastor who has hved mainly in 
the United States since 1998, 
attracted criticism from Ma¬ 
laysian officials and rehgious 
groups when he married New¬ 
born, a Broadway musical pro¬ 
ducer, last August.

Heavy rains that ravaged 
China over the weekend left 
at least 14 people dead and 
five missing, while hundreds 
of others were trapped by 
mudslides and floods, state 
media said Monday. 

The official Xinhua News 
Agency said five were killed 
and one was missing in 
central China’s Hubei prov¬ 
ince, where rainstorms and 
mudslides destroyed 512 
houses and forced more than 
180,000 residents from their 
homes. The rain was trig¬ 
gered by Typhoon Saola. 

In northeast China’s 
Liaoning province, T 3 ^hoon 
Damrey killed nine people 
and left four missing, Xinhua 
said. 

Flooding from heavy rain 
also trapped about 400 work¬ 


ers in a railway tunnel in the 
province, the state-run China 
Daily newspaper reported. 

In southwest China, res¬ 
cue workers searched Mon¬ 
day for more than 100 people 


trapped by a mudslide. 

Xinhua said the mudslide 
engulfed a village in Yunnan 
province on Monday mor¬ 
ning, initially trapping at 
least 200 people. It said fire¬ 


fighters rescued more than 
80 people by noon. 

Mudslides and flood¬ 
ing are common in China’s 
mountainous areas, kill¬ 
ing hundreds of people 


every year. Deforestation 
has caused soil erosion and 
made some parts of China 
prone to mudslides after 
strong rains.

Nearly 2,000 detained 


China cracks down 
on counterfeit 
drug trade 

China’s Ministry of Pub¬ 
lic Security says it has 
detained nearly 2,000 
people in a nationwide 
crackdown on counter¬ 
feit drugs, including 
some to treat cancer. 

It said in a statement 
on its website Sunday 
that it also seized about 
$180 million worth of 
fake medicine and false 
trademark logos. 

The statement said 
the fake drugs were sold 
for the treatment of 
hypertension, diabetes, 
skin diseases and other 
“complicated illnesses,” 
including cancer. 

China has struggled 
in recent years to com¬ 
bat the production and 
sale of fake drugs. The 
director of China’s food 
and drug agency was 
executed in 2007 for 
approving deadly fake 
medicine in exchange 
for cash. 

The government has 
introduced more regula¬ 
tions in recent years to 
tighten safety in its drug 
and food industries.

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Middle East. Egypt vows 
to go after Sinai militants 


Egypt vowed Monday to take 
on Islamist militants who 
have turned the Sinai penin¬ 
sula into a lawless haven and 
are suspected of killing 16 
Eg 3 ^tian troops as the fight¬ 
ers were en route to a failed 
assault on neighbouring Is¬ 
rael 

But the goal of reining in 
jihadists in Sinai is complicat¬ 
ed by limits on military activ¬ 
ity in the area under the 1979 
peace treaty with Israel and 
by tensions between Egypt’s 
Islamist President Moham¬ 
med Morsi and the country’s 
powerful military. 

Morsi pledged he would 
make the killers pay for their 
crime and would restore se¬ 
curity to Sinai, home to sev¬ 
eral of the most popular Red 
Sea resorts in Egypt. 

U.S. Defence Secretary 
Leon Panetta, who visited 
Egypt last week and met with 
its new leaders, said the U.S. 
had concerns about security 
threats in Sinai. Egypt has 
seen a sharp deterioration 
in security throughout the 
country since the uprising 
that ousted Hosni Mubarak in 
February 2011 and drove the 
hated police force from the 
streets. But even before the 
uprising, there was rampant

lawlessness in Sinai. 

The security problems 
stem from resentment 
among the native Bedouins 
over what they see as the 
police heavy-handedness and 
the lack of adequate govern¬ 
ment services. Security offi¬ 
cials there say Islamists have 
forged alliances with disgrun¬ 
tled Bedouins. 

Some Sinai Bedouins make 
a living out of growing illicit 
drugs, trafficking in black Af¬ 
rican migrants seeking a bet¬ 
ter life in Israel or supplying 
Gaza’s merchants with goods 
through a network of secret 
tunnels running under the 
Egypt-Gaza border. A massive 
flow of smuggled arms from 
Libya are making their way 
into the hands of militant 
groups operating in Sinai.

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Scientists get plimpse 
of Mars rover images 


Touchdown. NASA's 
seventh landing a 
success after ‘seven 
minutes of terror’ 


The robotic explorer Curios¬ 
ity’s daring plunge through 
the pink skies of Mars was 
more than perfect. It landed 
with spectacular style, said a 
NASA scientist who described 
the first images of its gym¬ 
nastics through the so-called 
“seven minutes of terror.” 

Hours after the U.S. space 
agency learned the rover had 
arrived on target late Sunday, 
engineers and scientists got 
the first ghmpses of the intri¬ 
cate manoeuvres it made to hit 
the Martian soil safely. 

“It’s a spectacular image,” 
said NASA research scientist 
Luther Beegle. The photo, 
taken from an orbiting Mars 
spacecraft, shows Curiosity 
danghng from its supersonic 
parachute as it descended. 

Extraordinary efforts were 
needed for the landing because 
the rover weighs about one 
ton, and the Martian atmos¬ 
phere is very thin, not offer¬ 
ing much friction to slow the 
spacecraft down. 

The arrival was an engin¬ 
eering tour de force, debuting 
never-before-tried acrobatics 
as Curiosity sliced through the 
Martian atmosphere at 20,900 
km/h. 

Cheers and applause 
echoed through the NASA Jet 
Propulsion Laboratoiy after 
signals from space indicated 
Curiosity had survived the 
plunge. 

“Touchdown confirmed,” 
said engineer Allen Chen. 
“We’re safe on Mars.” 

It was NASA’s seventh 
landing on Earth’s neighbour; 
many attempts by the U.S. and 
other countries to zip past, cir¬ 
cle or set down on Mars have 
gone awiy. 



In a Hollywood-style finish, 
cables dehcately lowered the 
rover to the ground at a snail- 
paced 3.2 km/h. A video cam¬ 
era was set to capture the most 
dramatic moments. 

The extraterrestrial feat 
injected a much-needed boost 
to NASA, which is debating 
whether it can afford another 
robotic Mars landing this dec¬ 
ade. At a budget-busting $2.5 
billion. Curiosity is the priciest 
gamble yet, which scientists 
hope will pay off with a bon¬ 
anza of discoveries and pave 
the way for astronaut landings.

Canada 
plays a role 

NASA’s Mars rover Curiosity 
will use a Canadian-made 
instrument the size of a soup 
can to gather information 
that will help Earthlings 
answer importation ques¬ 
tions about our own planet, 
according to the Canadian 
Space Agency. 

“The object of the mis¬ 
sion is to see if Mars ever 
had, or still has, the condi¬ 
tions to support life,” Can¬ 
adian Space Agency director 
of space exploration projects 
Stephane Desjardins said 
Monday. “What happened to 
Mars? How come it lost its 





atmosphere? It’s important 
to find out about that, since 
both planets, we believe, 
were similar.” 

Curiosity’s built-in- 
Ontario Alpha particle X-Ray 
Spectrometer, attached to 
a robotic arm, will play a 
key role in collecting data, 
Desjardins said.

Laughing at real life. 

New sitcoms draw 
inspiration from their 
creators’ worlds 


Got a goofy older brother? Par¬ 
ents you still live with even 
though you’re grown up? An 
imconventional friendship? 

If so, you’re too late to turn 
those ideas into a hit sitcom. 

But while you comb your 
life for something else to fuel 
a comedy that a network will 
love, consider three fall sit¬ 
coms spawned from the per¬ 
sonal lives of their creators. 

GBS’ Partners explores the 
lifelong friendship of Louis, 
who’s gay, and Joe, who’s 
straight, as they navigate their 
architecture business and their 
respective romantic ties. Their 
best-ffiends dynamic is in¬ 


spired by the friendship of Max 
Mutchnick and David Kohan, 
who met in high school and, 
after partnering as TV produ¬ 
cers, co-created shows includ¬ 
ing the megabit Will & Grace. 

There’s no attempt to hide 
the hneage of Fox’s Ben & Kate. 
It’s the tale of a freewheel¬ 
ing brother, Ben, who comes 
back into the life of his single¬ 
mother younger sister, Kate, to 
serve as a surrogate dad while 
continuing his hfelong role as 
a mischievous child. The show 
is based on the relationship of 
its creator, Dana Fox, with her 
own big brother, whose name 
is, yes, Ben. 

Meanwhile, ABG’s How to 
Live with Your Parents for the 
Rest of Your Life finds a young 
mom from a broken marriage 
seeking refuge at her parents’ 
with her yoimg daughter. It 
was drawn from the domestic 
situation of creator Glaudia 


Lonow, who well into adult¬ 
hood and despite career suc¬ 
cess, including producing 
the sitcom Less than Perfect, 
continues to live with parents 
she describes as “charismatic,” 
’’super entertaining*' and ”veiy 
weird. “ 

“I’ve been living there for 
15 years, and I’ve been (de¬ 
veloping) the show for about 
12,” Lonow told reporters this 
week at the Television Gritics 
Association conference. 

Like Polly (played by Sarah 
Ghalke), who descends on TV 
parents Brad Garrett and Eliza¬ 
beth Perkins, “I did show up at 
their doorstep and say, ‘I hope 
this isn’t a bad time for YOU, 
because it is for ME.’ 

“They reacted like any lov¬ 
ing mother and stepfather 
would,” Lenow recalled, and 
took her and her daughter in. 

“We slept in the weight 
room on a cot for a while. And 


then, when it was time for my 
daughter to go to grammar 
school, I bought a house with 
them. I know it was crazy,” she 
said with a laugh. 

“It’s hke there should be a 
show about it!” 

Sitcoms that smack of auto¬ 
biography are nothing new, of 
course. I Love Lucy, 60 years 
ago, took its cue from the 
show-biz-infused marital life of 
Lucille Ball and Desi Amaz. 

But Dana Fox has been 
gathering material for Ben and 
Kate since the cradle thanks to 
her brother, Ben, who’s two 
years her senior. 

She describes him as a “Fer¬ 
ris Bueller-type guy ... a really, 
really smart guy who inten¬ 
tionally does incredibly dumb 
things that would get us into 
so much trouble. “He usually 
has a totally bizarre logic to aU 
of his behaviour.”

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Cowboy Corb Lund changes his tune 


Recorded collectively. 

Bonus CD of acoustic 
tracks included to show 
band's versatility 


Three years ago, Corb Lund 
began a long struggle to pro¬ 
duce his seventh studio album. 

“I was just hitting a wall 
after the sixth record,” the 
43-year-old country artist said 
in a recent interview. “I was 
really stumped for awhile.” 

For the first year and a half 
of the album-writing process, 
Limd spent time hving in Las 
Vegas, New York City and Aus¬ 
tin, Texas. He then retreated to 
the northern Alberta log cabin 
he built with his aimt and 
imcle. After he finished writ¬ 
ing the songs, Limd brought 
them to a recording studio in 
Edmonton.

spent only two weeks recording 
the songs for the album, aptly 
named Cabin Fever. 

“After being out there (in 
the cabin) by myself for a few 
weeks, you start to feel a little 
snicl^,” he says of the title. 

The song recording fol¬ 
lowed a unique format. Lund 
and his band members had al¬ 
ways recorded songs in layers, 
meaning each member plays 
their part and it gets recorded 
separately. But this time, Lund 
says they were tired of that and 
wanted to do something differ¬ 
ent. 

“We did ever34hing at the 
same time,” he says of record¬ 
ing the songs together. 


Cabin Fever features a 
second CD with the same songs 
as the first, but done complete¬ 
ly in acoustics. 

“I think it showcases a dif¬ 
ferent side of the band,” says 
Lund. “My guys are versatile 
and it helps display that.” 

Lund draws on inspiration 
for his lyrics through his family 
history. “My grandpas were 
ranchers and my dad’s a cow¬ 
boy too,” he says. “They used to 
sing these old trail songs, these 
old ballads.” 

It wasn’t long before Lund 
realized he could pick up his 
guitar and play these cowboy 
songs. Although this is where 
his inspiration comes from, 
Lund says there is no overall 
theme for the album. 

“I get bored easily,” he says. 
“I try to make records interest¬ 
ing.” 

Corb Lund and the Hintin’ 
Albertans will headline the Ed¬ 
monton Folk Festival on August 
12 .

“Go hard for various bursts 
of time and then earn a few 
seconds of rest. These t 3 ^es 
of workouts can be done in 
just 30 minutes and are defin¬ 
itely effective,” says Sammie 
Kennedy, CEO and creator of 
Booty Fit Express in Toronto. 
We asked her to design some 
cottage workouts. 

People used to think you 
had to exercise for long per¬ 
iods of time (such as going for 
an hour-long run) to get fit. 

Then, in 1996, Japanese 
research Dr. Izumi Tabata dis¬ 


covered that only 20 seconds 
of very intense exercise, fol¬ 
lowed by 10 seconds of rest, 
repeated eight times, has 
both anaerobic and aerobic 
benefits. 

“High-intensity interval 
training (HUT) is incredibly 
time efficient and can result 
in improved athletic capacity 
and fat burning,” says Ken¬ 
nedy. 

And the bonus is that it 
has lasting benefits. 

“It can also increase rest¬ 
ing metabolic rate for up to 
24 hours after the workout 
has been completed.” 


Some exercises 


These exercises can be 
adapted for those who have 
an injury. The point is to 
move intensely (and safely!), 
rest — and repeat. Here are 
a few Tabata-style exercises 
Kennedy recommends. 


• Number 1. In the water, 
tread water or swim rapidly 
for 20 seconds, take a 
lo-second rest. Repeat eight 
times. (Have a pool noodle 
beside you for the break) 


• Number 2. Sprint from 
the cottage to the road 
(20 seconds), rest for 10 
seconds. Repeat eight 
times, back and forth. 


• Number 3. Grab a yoga 
mat and get on the dock 
for burpees! Do 20 seconds 
of deadman burpees 
(body coming all the way 
down to the mat), rest for 
10 seconds; repeat eight 
times.

• 3 tbsp shredded mozzarella 
cheese

Andrew Curtin said it hap¬ 
pened at least twice at his 
Boston-area high school in 
the last year. Angry about a 
breakup, a boy ended up at 
the school nurse’s office with 
a broken hand after punch¬ 
ing a locker or a wall. 

But he was among about 
250 teenagers at a seminar at 
Simmons College on Thursday. 
And the dating advice was com¬ 
ing from an unlikely source; 
City government officials. 

Boston’s Public Health 
Commission partnered with 
local social service agencies 
to put on its third annual 
Break-Up Summit for teens 
as part of a $1 million, four- 
year grant from Robert Wood 
Johnson Foundation. 

Nationwide, the $18 mil¬ 
lion program known as Start 
Strong is aimed at teaching 
teens in 11 cities to prevent 
dating violence by ending 
relationships in a way that 


doesn’t spark negative be¬ 
haviour — cheating, public 
humiliation, or worse. 

Nicole Daley, who heads 
Boston’s Start Strong pro¬ 
gram, said a bad teenage re¬ 
lationship can lead to prob¬ 
lems like depression, low 
self-esteem, falling academic 
grades, and even unwanted 
pregnancies in cases where 
one partner tries to manipu¬ 


late the other. There’s also 
the risk of a physically dan¬ 
gerous confrontation. 

Recent studies by the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention showed about 10 
per cent of students nation¬ 
wide reported a bo 3 dfiend 
or girlfriend had physically 
hurt them in the last year. 
CDC statistics also showed 
that among adults who were 


victims of rape, physical vio¬ 
lence or stalking by an in¬ 
timate partner, 15 per cent 
of men and 22 per cent of 
women first experienced 
some kind of partner violence 
when they were between 11 
and 17 years old. 

Teens who were part of 
Thursday’s seminar described 
a dating scene where social 
media can make ending re¬ 
lationships even more emo¬ 
tionally fraught. Many said 
that changing one’s Facebook 
status back to “single” was 
the worst way to break up 
with a significant other. 

Other teens talked about 
breaking up by sending a text 
message, or being on the re¬ 
ceiving end of one. 

Counsellors at the forum 
urged teens to communicate 
with partners about relation¬ 
ship boundaries, together 
defining whether they were 
“just texting,” casually “hook¬ 
ing up,” ’’friends with bene¬ 
fits, “ or in a monogamous 
relationship. 

They also encouraged stu¬ 
dents to end relationships with 
face-to-face contact, and to 
look for warning signs that on¬ 
going relationships could turn

A financial shiver just swept 
across Canada. It started in Van¬ 
couver but was soon felt on the 
Prairies, central Canada and 
even the Atlantic provinces.

A burlesque troupe, a film 
about female Palestinian race 
car drivers and a bullied Amer¬ 
ican bus monitor — as diverse 
as those topics are, they all 
share a common Canadian 
thread. 

All three projects sparked 
crowdfunding campaigns, an 
Internet-based trend which 
gained popularity recently 
when a Toronto man laimched 
a wildly successful fundraising 
effort for a Rochester, N.Y., 
grandmother. 

Max Sidorov responded to 
heart-wrenching video posted 
online of bus monitor Karen 
Klein being tormented by a 
group of schoolchildren by set¬ 
ting up a campaign on fund- 
raising site Indiegogo. 

More than 30,000 donors 
responded to that effort by 
donating more than $700,000, 
far surpassing Sidorov’s origin¬ 
al target of $5,000 to ^ve Klein 
a much-needed vacation. 

Crowdfunding skips a step 
by avoiding charities, and 
gets money directly from 


a donor to the person being 
helped. There are fewer fund¬ 
raising costs involved, but 
some of the organizations 
aren’t registered with the Can¬ 
ada Revenue Agency, which 
acts as a charity watchdog, 
said a fundraising and volun¬ 
teer management professor 
at Humber College in Toronto. 

“If you’re using crowdfund¬ 
ing, the moment the money 
is out of your bank accoimt, 
you’ve lost all control of it,” 
said Ken Wyman, 

Fraud is a possibility, he 
said, because if a charity isn’t 
registered, there is no way 
to guarantee where a do¬ 
nation is going. 

“It also raises the 
spectre of 700,000 
dollars being 
raised for a 
single person 
who doesn’t 


lives,” Wyman said. 

Cana^an-bom filmmaker 
Amber Fares has raised more 
than $26,000 on Indiegogo to 
fund her first feature-length 
film Speed Sisters: Racing 
in Palestine, and Toronto- 
based burlesque troupe Les 
Coquettes has raised almost 
$3,000 to support touring and 
production over the next two 
years.

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Fehr says NHLPA dose to

NHL. Head of players’ 
union has been in 
Europe to get feedback 
from players 


Donald Fehr nearly has all his 
ducks in a row. 

The globe-trotting head of 
the NHL Players’ Association 
is just about ready to counter 
the league’s initial proposal 
for a new collective bargaining 
agreement. 

He’s hkely to make at least 
part of his pitch during the 
scheduled talks in New York 
this week, Fehr told The Can¬ 
adian Press on Monday. 

“I think that there’s cer¬ 
tainly a possibility — a reason¬ 
able one — that we’ll be in a 
position to make some further 
response,” Fehr said in an inter¬ 
view. “Whether we’ll be in a 
position to make an alternative 
proposal yet I don’t know” 

It’s been nearly a month 
since the NHL laid out its vi¬ 
sion for the new CBA. The 
July 13 proposal to the NHLPA 
included an immediate 24 per 
cent reduction in salaries, the 
introduction of several new 
restrictions on contracts and a 
redefinition of hockey-related 
revenue that would see the 
percentage paid to players each

to expire Sept. 15. A request 
to the NHL seeking comment 
about the status of talks 
wasn’t immediately returned.

season drop from 57 to 43.

He visited Moscow late last 
week — sitting down with 
Evgeni Malkin and Ilya Koval¬ 
chuk, among others — before 
holding a session Monday in 
Barcelona that was attended by 
roughly 40 players. 

The main topic of discus¬ 
sion has been the negotiations, 
which have been underway for 
more than six weeks.

Canada’s women’s soccer team 
has suffered Olympic heart¬ 
break once again at the hands 
of its archrival. 

Alex Morgan scored in the 
123rd minute Monday to lead 
the No. 1-ranked United States 
to a 4-3 victory over the sev¬ 
enth-ranked Canadians in the 
semifinals of the London Olym¬ 
pics, dehvering a dagger in the 
heart of a squad that paced the 
U.S. goal for goal all night long. 

Canada’s captain Christine 
Sinclair recorded a hat trick — 
goals No. 141 through 143 of 
her illustrious career — to lead 
her team in what was almost a 
massive upset. 

But as the possibihty of 
penalty kicks loomed large, 
Morgan rose to meet a cross 
and deftly placed a header 
past Canadian goalkeeper Erin 
McLeod, continuing Canada’s 
eleven years of hurt. Canada 
hasn’t beaten its North Amer¬ 
ican rival since 2001 — a span 
of 27 games. 

Megan Rapinoe scored 
twice for the U.S., while Abby 
Wambach scored on a penalty 
kick in a gripping game played 
in the historic confines of Man¬ 
chester United’s Old Trafford 
Stadium. 

Wambach’s penalty came 
after the U.S. was given a free 
kick outside the Canadian box

Defending Olympic 50k 
race-walk champion Alex 
Schwazer was caught doping 
in Italy and will miss the 
London Games. 

The Italian Olympic Gom- 
mittee, also known as GONI, 
said Monday that Schwazer 


tested positive for doping 
and has been removed from 
the team. 

GONI president Gianni 
Petrucci said Schwazer had 
admitted to doping on what 
was a “bitter day” for Italian 
sports. 

Earlier Monday, the team 
said an unidentified athlete 
had failed a doping test 
conducted for the World 
Anti-Doping Agency before 
arriving in London.
